Linn's Stamp News has announced that they will no longer list new issues in their weekly journal, since the same 
information is said to be mostly duplicated in the monthly *Scott New Issues Update." This is false, since many 
issues never get a Scott Catalogue listing, or if they do, it is long after they have appeared in the Linn's new issues 
list. In fact, many of the Stamperija, Ltd. and other such issues never get listed by Scott, or when they do, it can be 
years after the issue date. There are probably a number of reasons for this decision to cease new issue listings, but 
I cannot help wondering if this is not partly an effort to discourage the many topical issues from Stamperija, Ltd. 
and various non-existent countries. Depending on your particular viewpoint, that may or may not be desirable. Since 
some collect these issues and others do not, I have tried to list everything and include a notation as to the source so 
that all can pick what they do or do not want to collect. —DPW

BUZZ! 


In 2013, Portugal along with its two Autonomous Regions, The Azores and Madeira, each issued sets of four stamps 
and two souvenir sheets to promote apiculture, a fancy name for beekeeping. The output began on 17 May with the 
issue from Madeira and ended on 9 October with the issue from The Azores. 


Beekeeping was a popular stamp topic in 2013. New 
Zealand also issued a set of five stamps and a SS on 
3 July, and New Caledonia released a pair to 
publicize the industry on 7 November. In addition, 
the 15p value in a set from Uruguay on rural workers 
issued on 17 May shows an image of a beekeeper in 
full regalia holding a honeycomb apparently just 
removed from a hive in the background. 


In fact, I believe you could put together a single-frame exhibit on bees and honey with just the stamps issued in 
2013, because Yemen, Romania, Dominica, Bosnia, Gambia, Mali, Niger, Mozambique, and Nevis all also issued 
stamps last year having bees and/or honey as a subject. 


Maas PUMP eee ee MR AW WOW 


The Portuguese post office, Correio, issued these 18 stamps, each of which is valid for use throughout Portugal. 
The stamps were printed using offset lithography by Cartor in sheets of 50 for the Azorean and Madeiran stamps, 
and in sheets of 20 for the Portuguese stamps. All stamps are denominated in euros and are perforated 13 with a 
Cross of Christ perforation on the vertical sides. The Portuguese stamps measure 80x30.6mm, and the regional 
stamps measure 40x30.6mm. All of the souvenir sheets measure 125x95mm. 


The illustrator for the Azores issue was Pedro Ferreira. Elizabete Fonseca designed the Madeiran issue and José 
Projecto was the designer for the Portuguese set. 


Beekeeping is one of humanity’s oldest agricultural activities and has been depicted in 15,000 year old cave 
paintings as well in 5,000 year old Egyptian tomb drawings. In fact, jars of honey were found in the tomb of 
Tutankhamen. In addition to the production of honey as a valuable food source, apiculture directly produces other 
commercial products such as pollen and beeswax, and indirectly enhances the economy by ensuring crop 
pollination.
